The  RDT&E  code  is  composed  of  two  alphabetical 
and  two  numeric  digits.  The  first  digit  is  always  the  letter  "A"  , 
to  identify  RDT&E;  the  second  digit  is  alphabetic  "A  to  Z"  to 
identify  the  major  category;  the  third  digit  is  numeric  0  to  9  to 
identify  a  subdivision  of  the  major  category;  and  the  fourth  digit 
will  be  numeric  1  to  6  to  identify  the  type  of  RDT&E,  and  will  be 
assigned  by  the  contracting  officer  in  accordance  with  DARS  4-101 
as  follows.
